Prof. Franke of Harvard Calls 
Executive a Falsifier. 


CLASH ON ATHLETIC ISSUE. 


President Eliot Diplomatieally Re- 
served on Point in Dispute. 


Cambridge. Mass, Feb. 26.—[Special.}— 
President Roosevelt, having run to earth and 
pinned down several persons, branding them 
as prevaricators, is himself declared 4 falsi- 
fier in that he twisted the truth in his ad- 
drese at Harvard on Saturday on college 
athietica, His accuser is Prot. Kuno Franke, 
the noted German scholar, who sharply 
brought to e climax today the expected 
clash between the president and the Harvard 
faculty on athletics at the Cambridge in- 
stitution. 

Prof. Franke comes out in the Harvard 
Crimson in a letter in which some of the 
president's utterances are called “a palpa- 
ble misstatement of the principles involved

Chief of Secret Service Com- : 


ing to Chicago to Direct 
Hunt for $173,000 
Robber. 


MANY CLEWS RUN DOWN. 


More than Fifty Received and 
Investigated, but Man Who 
Took the Money Is 
Not Arrested. 


John B. Wilkie, chief of the secret service 
of the United States, will leave Washington 
today for Chicago, and upon his arrival here 
tomorrow will assume charge of the search 
for the man who stole $178,000 from the sub- 
treasury. The announcement Mr. Wilke had 
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noon at the rooms of the Chicago Real Estate 
board, Clark and Randolph streets. 

The occasion was the permanent organiza- 
tion of the Citizens’ Nonpartisan Traction 
Settlement association, which grew out of 
the combination of the traction settlement 


committees of the Chicago Commercial asso- 


ciation and the Real Estate board. 

The throng of earnest delegates that filled 
the meeting room carried through the perma- 
nent organization with a rush, adopted a 
platform and bylaws, delivered some sizzling 
comments on the Dunne policy of traction 
delay, and set about missionary work which 
is intended to reach the voters generally. 


Applause and Enthusiasm. 

Although the meeting had not been herald 
ed with a brass band, the enthusiasm waxed 
warm at every stage of the proceedings. 

applause marked every few minutes of 
the proceedings and the weary strap hang- 
ing delegates who had ridden downtown on 
lines that are little more than two streaks 
of rust with movable junk heaps were cor- 
respondingly elated. Men fairly fell over 
each other to volunteer to help in the dis- 
tribution of educational literature explaining 
the ordinances and to offer to go out of their 
way to reach wavering voters 

The weapon which will be used against 
wavering adherents to the cause of I. M. O. 
is crisp, truthful English, and loste of it. 
Pamphlets are to be circulated containing 
a digest of the traction ordinances in a form 
that any ordinary person can understand 


Massmeetings to Be Held. 

Mass meetings are features of the general 
program which is to be crafted into specific 
form by an executive committee to be ap- 
pointed by Frederick Bode, unanimously 
elected president of the organization.

Bode Explains the Pian. 

President Bode explained the system and 
purpose of the organization as fellows:

in the matter.” Prof. Franke objected in 
his article, chiefly to the statement by the 
president that the withdrawal from inter- 
collegiate athletics by Harvard would be e 
“confession of weakness and a sign of 
timidity.” 

The professor asserted that the mainte 
nance of intercollegiate athletics is not es- 
sential to the preservation of physical 
bravery and prowess among the student 
body at Cambridge, and that such a charge 
is unjust. As proof he cites the dueling sys- 
tem in vogue among the German universi- 
ties. 

Letter Flatly Controverted. 

Frof. Franke's letter is flatly controverted, 
editorially, by the Crimson. The student 
body generally side with the president. Pres- 
ident Eliot had refused to express an opinion 
on President Roosevelt's expression on ath- 
letics, merely saying that every man was 
entitled to bis own opinion.” Today, how- 
ever, when pressed for an answer to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, he said: 

„I always have criticised the abuses of 
football, and do yet. I think you will find 
that our position with reference to sport or 
rough sports are not essentially different.” 

President Eliot made public at the same 
time an eagerly awaited statement on the 
football situation, in which he said that the 
game would be played at Harvard next fall. 
It has been generally supposed that Presi- 
dent Eliot was opposed to football and the 
recommendations of the special investigat- 
ing committee which was appointed some 
time ago to make a report on the general 
subject of athletics has been awaited with 
some concern by the undergraduates in view 
of the stand taken by President Eliot in re- 
gard to football and other intercollegiate 
sports. 

President Eliot Explains. 

In the interview made public today, Presi- 
dent Eliot is quoted as saying: 

„No one for a long time has proposed to 
stop intercollegiate athletics at Harvard. 
Last year some people wanted either to stop 
football, or change it. Football has been 
changed, and, so far as I can see, it will go 
on as usual at Harvard next fall. The spe- 
cial investigating committee which was ap- 
pointed some time ago has rendered two re- 
ports, a majority report and a minority re- 
port. As yet I have seen only the majority 
report, Football has not been singled out for 
special consideration any more than other 
branches of sport.” 

President Eliot says he expected to make 
public his annual report in about ten days, 
in which he is expected to have much to say 
concerning athietica. The report is gener- 
ally made public in January, but was de- 
layed this year for ths treasurer's statement.

Deputy Treasurer Bantz had not been in 
conference with Mr. Boldenweck long in the 
morning before he sent a telegraph message 
to Secretary Shaw telling him that condi- 
tions at the Chicago subtreasury were seri- 
ous.”

SCHOOL FIRE ENDS 47 LIVES. 


Tiny Kindergarten Pupils Perish 
in Flame Swept Classrooms. 


TEACHER DIES FOR FLOCK. 


Girl Who Thought Only of Charges 
Heroine in Montreal Horror. 


Montreal, Que., Feb. .I Special. By the 
burning of the Hochelaga Protestant school 
in the east end of the city this afternoon the 
principal, Miss Sarah Maxwell, and sixteen 
children lost their lives. The little ones whe 
perished were hemmed in by fire and suffo- 
cated by smoke on the third floor. 

With a heroism worthy of a great occa- 
sion, the principal of the school, Miss Mar- 
well, gave her life for her charges, She 
made a desperate effort to get out the smaller 
children. Sacrificing self, she courageously 
rushed up and tried to get together the chil- 
dren. What happened no one can tell. Her 
body was found surrounded by the of 
the children. 7 

She was last seen at a window in an upper 
floor. She broke a window, but just then 
she was driven back by the flames and smoke 
and perished with her charges. 

Youngest Children Perish. 

There were 250 pupils in the school, boys 
and girls. The bigger boys and giris succeed- 
ed in escaping. The little ones in the Hinder 
garten class in the upper story were caught. 

The fire started in the basement. There ap- 
parently was noone in the basement, so there 
is no explanation of the cause, but it is at- 
tributed to the furnace. A man who lives op- 
posite the school saw fire bursting from a 
window. He gave an alarm. 

When the firemen reached the school the 
fire had gripped the upper parts of the build- 
ing and smoke was pouring from the windows 
of the first floor. Without a thought for the 
moment of trying to stop the fire the men 
started the work of rescue and a second 
alarm was sent in. 

Ladders were run to the first floor, and 
from the classroom on the southwest corner 
of the first floor more than twenty children 
were carried to safety. The men stuck to this 
work until the smoke filled the room to such 
density that they were driven out. 


Lives Risked in Rescue Work. 

Meanwhile other men had got into the place 
from below and through the stairways and 
had brought out children through the lower 
exits, After the place had been burning for 
three-quarters of an hour the flames shot 
out of the roof. Ladders were raised from 
the front and each side. 

Branch crews struggled through the thick 
smoke, fairly fighting-their way into the 
top floor. They fought hard there because 
of the bodies of the children and made great 
efforte to prevent a further spread of the 
fire so that the bodies would not be burned. 
Mothers, fearful yet hopeful, would spring 
forward es each little body was brought 
into sight. 

One woman screamed as she tried to raise 
a cover, Even though she had not seen the 
little face nor even had a glimpse of the 
clothes she shrieked. O, it’s she, it’s She.“ 

But was not her child, and as 4 kindly 
hand drew her back she staggered to the 
waiting line, sobbing and praying. 

The morgue where the bodies were placed 
was the scene of many affecting scenes as 
the parents claimed the little 

Little Ones Caught in Trap. 

The children who were killed ranged from 
3 to 8 years. In every case it was the smoke 
Few of the children 
were burned and subsequent examination 
showed that even thase few had died from 
suffocation before the fames reached them. 

A rigid investigation of the cause of the 
fire and the failure to get the children out 
of the school has been ordered. It is assert- 
ed at the office of the building commissioner 
that official notice was served on the school 
commissioners in November that not only 
this school but fifty others in the city must 
be provided with fire escapes at once. None 
had been built at the Hochelaga school. An- 
other point to be explained is why the baby 
class had been taken to an upper story. 

Thomas Hogan, who was a pupil in the sec- 
ond class, said there was a bell in Mies Max- 
well's room which was used when fire drill 
was given and which could be heard all over 
the building. This alarm was not sounded. 

“My teacher,“ said the boy, went out 
into the hall and we all heard a great noise. 
Teacher ran back and seemed much fright- 
ened and red in the face. She told us to 
get our things and run right home. 

“TI ran out and as soon as I got to the 
landing I saw the stairway full of smoke, 
with boys and girls crowding on it afraid 
to go down. I pushed through them ané ran 
Gown to the front door and called to the 
rest to come on and a lot of them came. The 
smoke was so thick in the hall downstairs 
that it was just like running into the dar

Goethals was 
offered the place of assistant engineer, which 
he again declined. 


Gen. Mackenzie’s First Choice, 


When, two weeks ago, Mr. Stevens’ resig- 
nation was received, the president directed 
Gen. Mackenzie to present the name of three 
officers best qualified to build the canal. The 
president stated he wanted men who were 
young enough to complete the canal. In the 
list submitted by Gen. Mackenzie the name 
of Maj. Goethals was first. In fact, it is 
stated if the vote of the engineer officers of 
the army were taken, he would have been 
recommended unanimously for the appoint- 
ment. 

The president appointed Majs. Gaillard 
and Sibert as members of the commission 
in order to have men familiar with conetruc- 
tion work and assume the duties of chief 
engineer when Maj. Goethals is ordered to 
the United States, as he will be for four 
months every year for purposes of recuper- 
ation and consultation, and also in case his 
health should give way and he should desire 
to retire. The engineer corps is to be con- 
stituted a reserve from which will be drawn 
officers to supervise the building of the 
canal. 


President Roosevelt’s Letter. 


The following is President Roosevelt's let 
ter on canal methods and accepting Mr. 
Stevens’ resignation: 

“ Washington, D. C., Feb. 26, 1907.—B8ir: I 
have considered with much care the question 
whether the commission ghould accept one 


only one which came within the require- 
ments. The Oliver and Bangs bid at 6.75 
per cent wae rejected as not satisfying the 
specifications of the invitation. Mr. Me- 
Arthur and hig associates not objecting, and 
preferring this course to an invitation for 
new bids, Mr. Oliver was allowed to perfect 
his bid with new associates and new financial 
responsibility, but this permission did not in 
any way change’ the situation from what 
it would have been had Mr. Oliver’s bid in 
its present form been presented on Jan. 12, 
the day fixed for receiving the bids. 

Under the invitation for bids the reserved 
power exists in the commission to reject all 
bids, and the first question is whether it shall 
do so. The purpose of the contract was to 
secure, in the building of the canal, theserv- 
ices of the best, most experienced, and most 
skilled contractors in the country, at the 
least risk to them and at the least expense 
to the government. 


First Contract Plan Defective. 


“An investigation into the two bids men- 
tioned shows that this purpose of the gov- 
ernment has failed. In each bid the con- 
tractors of experience, whose personal sery- 
ices in the work are what the commission 
has sought, have made arrangements to di- 
vide the profits under the percentage bid 
with bankers or others whom the contractors 
have had to look for the needed capital, so 
that the contractors who are actually to do 
the work have arranged to atcept a compar- 
atively small proportion of the profits accru- 
ing under the contract. In other words, the 
government by this arrangement is made to 
pay a high percentage for the use of capital 
which it might itself have furnished at a 


much lower rate, while the percentage which 


the contractors are to receive for the real 
benefit they are to confer on the government 
is reduced to meager and perhaps inadequate 
compensation. 

“No. contract can ultimately operate to 
the benefit of the government in which the 
contractors’ energy, skill, experience, and 
personal supervision of the work are not ad- 

uately paid for. The defect in the bids 
which I have described and which our in- 
vestigation has made apparent may be due 
to a defect in the invitation for bids which 
perhaps stipulated for too heavy a bond and 
the investment of too large capital by the

He had had experience with 
contracts of this character and he hed had 
eighteen months’ actual experience with the 
work on the isthmus, Less than ten days 
age I received a letter from Mr. Stevens, in 
which he asked to be entirely relieved from 
work on the canal as soon as he could be re- 
placed by a competent person and that per- 
son could become familiar with the work. I 
have accepted his resignation. The with- 
drawal of Mr. Stevene takes away the special 
reason mentioned for proceeding under the 
present form of contract. 

In order to secure continuity in engineer- 
ing control and management in the future I 
have cecided to request you to assign io ihe 
office of chief engineer Maj. Goethals, a mem- 
ber of the corps of army engineers. It is not 
my purpose by requesting this appointment 
to disturb in any way the present organize- 
tion on the isthmus, which is satisfactory, 
nor ta interfere with the admirabie work now 
being done by the present assistant chief en- 
gineer, Mr. Ripley, and the various heads of 


departments.

He suc- 
ceeded. The men who joined with him finan- 
clally have high standing, and the con- 
tractors who also entered his combination 
enjoy long experience and excellent reputa- 
tions for fulfilling their obligations, 

It seems pretty hard, Mr. Oliver’s friends 
insist, that the government should now throw 
out his bid because the president, after in- 
vestigation, has discovered he can make «a 
better arrangement in the future. On be- 
halt of the president, however, reference 
is made to the provisions in the specifications 
upon which the proposals were submitted 
reserving to the government the right to re- 
ject any and all bide. Reports are current 
that rival contractors have used every means, 
fair and foul, to prevent the acceptance of 
the Oliver bid.

Anticipate I. M. O. Arguments. 


Anticipating.eome of the probable argu- 
ments of I. M. O, enthusiasts, Delegate C. C. 
Clark made a speech, taking up the Mueller 
bill and showing how extensions of street car 
lines are not Hkely to come to pass under 
I. M. O. In his speech Mr. Clark said: 

“TI will say, Mr. President, that I hai) from 
the Twenty-seventh ward. We certainly 
have poor street car accommodations. It 
seems to me that there are two classes of 
people who are vitally interested in these 
traction ordinances, and who ought to be 
strongly in favor of their passage, and those 
two classes embrace everybody in this city. 
“I belong to that class which fe composed 
of the people who have no accommodations 
whatever; that is, the street car lines have 
not been extended yet out into the sparsely 
settled country where we live. 

“TI have been reading carefully the ordi- 
nance’ under which the Mueller certificates 
are to be issued in case we have condemna- 
tion proceedings and I find that under cer- 
tain circumstances there may be extensions 
of street car lines, but these extensions can 
only be made out of the net earnings of the 
road, after the payment of 5 per cent upon 
the $75,000,000 of Mueller certificates which 
may be issued, after having paid all of the 
operating expenses which you can conceive 
of, after providing for a certain amount 
which shall be laid aside as a sinking fund. 
When all of that is done, then out of the 
remaining sum which may be on hand, new 
age vin sy nog be made. So I say that 1 do 
not nk it is possible for people belonging 
to the class in which I belong, ever to get 
street car lines under this plan, because I do 
not think that there ever will be any surplus 
after all of those expenses are paid. 


New Equipment Out of Reach. 


“Now, gentlemen, there is another class 
which I think is just as vitally interested as 
I am in having good service. ‘The ordinances 
under which the Mueller certificates are to 
be issued provide that the certificates may be 
issued for the purpose of acquiring the lines 
and the equipment thereof. Now suppose 
that condemnation proceedings are instituted 
for the purpose of acquiring these lines and 
the rolling stock that is upon them: then how 
are you going to get new equipment? That 
ordinance provides that for the purposes of 
new equipment, as well as for purposes of ex- 
tension, they can only be acquired from this 
surplus which may be on hand after the pay- 
ment of all the expenses which I have enu- 
merated. 

“So I say if we acquire these street car 
lines ‘by condemnation, if we acquire the 
roiling stock which is already in use by these 
street car lines, that whenever we attempt to 
improve the service, whenever we attempt to 
repair the present stock, that that can only be 
Gone out of the surplus that may remain on 
hand after the payment of the interest upon 
these Mueller certificates to the extent of 
$75,000,000, and- all of the expenses and the 
sinking fund.

He 
made a good many suggestions during the 
examination of employés who were supposed 
to have information concerning the manner 
in which the money might have disappeared. 
Fitzgerald was in the office a good many 
times during the day. He was put through 
a searching examination by Seward S. Shirer. 
assistant district attorney, who was assigned 
to the case by District Attorney E. W. Sims. 
Mr. Fitzgerald's worries are telling upon him. 
He wae distinctly nervous yesterday and his 
sunken eyes and the lines on his face indi- 
cated that he had not slept much. He became 
exceedingly irritated" in the morning and 
threatened one of the detectives who has been 
shadowing him. 


Several Employes Questioned. 
Among others who either were in the cage 
on the day the money disappeared or who 
had access to it and who were interrogated 
at considerable length by Attorney Shirer, 
occasionally coached by Capt. Porter or Mr. 
Bantz, are Stinson H. Anderson, receiving 
teller; Henry S. Lock, Thomas H. Ledden, 
Charles A. Ranker, William C. Ford, Will- 
iam 8. Cable, and Frank J. Walsh, currency 
clerks. 

Lock, whe was assistant sorting teller, has 
relieved Fitzgerald as assorting teller. Mr. 
Fitzgerald was still counting money when 
he was not on the grill in Assistant Treas- 
urer Boldenweck’s room, but only in a subor- 
dinate capacity. He would go to the cage 
he formerly occupied. Lock would hand 
him a bundle of money and he would count 
it after giving a receipt for it, placing his 
name upon the package when he had fin- 
ished, as usual. ‘ 
Lock in Subtreasury Seven Years. 
Lock has been in the employ of the sub- 
treasury for the last seven years. For four 
years he has been assistant sorting teller. He 
is 30 years old, married, and has two children. 
Ledden, who, it appeared, was occasionally 
called into Fitzgerald’s compartment, is 30 
years old and married. Ranker, who is of 
German birth, has been in the employ of the 
department for twelve years, is married; and 
has two children. Walsh is 28 years old and 
assistant vault teller. He is unmarried and 
makes a hobby of the simple life. 
All of these men bear excellent reputations, 
according to their associates, and nothing has 
been found that would reflect on the character 
of any one of them. 
During the day every corner of the vault 
and other parts of the subtreasury was 
searched, as it had been several times before, 
in the hope that the money might have been 
dropped somewhere. Mr. Bantz saw experi- 
ments conducted with sticks and bent wire, 
designed to demonstrate the impossibility of 
hooking the money out of the cage without 
being detected. 

Lawyer Le Boskey a Cailer. 

One of the mysterious visitors to the office 
of the assistant treasurer during the after- 
noon was Jacob Le Bosky, the attorney who 
frequently is called upon to defend union 
workmen. His visit was immediately set 
down as in the interest of one of the elec- 
tricilans or carpenters who were under sus- 
picion. 

Mr. Le Bosky refused to discuss his errand, 
but Mr. Boldenweck said that he had called 
to give what he supposed was a clew but 
which did not develop anything important. 

Mr. Boldenweck late in the afternoon made 
a hurried visit to the office of Capt. Porter 
on the eighth floor of the federal building, 
where he was informed by one of the em- 
ployés of the subtreasury, a bookkeeper, that 
the money might easily have been stolen by a 
mechanic. 

It was demonstrated by this bookkeeper 
that Fitzgerald’s cage frequently was in 
semi-darkness. It was shielded from the 
light of the windows by two large stone pil- 
lars and usually had two trucks alongside 
of it. Back of it dre two empty cages, and 
lately there had been hung over one end of 
it the overcoat of one of the currency clerks. 

The circumstance of the overcoat was con- 
sidered worth an investigation by the secret 
service men. The coat ie said to belong to 
a young man who has been shadowed on 
account of his habits but whose name has 
not yet been mentioned. 


Conclusions of Deputy Bantz. 

Deputy Bantz gave some of the conclusions 
he had reached in regard to the robbery at 
the close of his day’s work. 

„The money appears to have taken wings,“ 
he said, after he had left Capt. Porter and 
Cashier Russell at the door of the Great 
Northern hotel. 

“T have taken pains to get at the exact 
situation today, and I can say frankly that 
it is no different than it was last Wednesday 
night.

again, I understand he now says that twelve 
men had access to his cage on Tuesday and 
that any one of these might have taken the 
money. Before this it has been four or five 
men. 

Crowds hung around the outer offices of 
the subtreasury all day, watching the offi- 
cials and operatives and clerks who went in 
and out. Fitzgerald especially was noticed. 
He appeared worried, particularly by the 
presence of the secret service men, who have 
dogged his footsteps and haunted his house 
and followed his every move for days. 

“I am not a thief and I don't like to be 
treated as one, he said at noon. 


Fifty New Clews Run Down. 


Operatives were sent out every hour or s0 
during the day to trace down new clews 
that came pouring into the office. Capt. Por- 
ter said in the afternoon that fifty new clews 
had been handed to him during the day and 
Mr. Boldenweck had a piece of note paper 
filled with facts that busy persons had whis- 
pered to him. He said some of them were 
amusing, but none of them amounted to 
much. 

United States Marshal L. T. Hoy and an 
assistant entered the subtreasury in the 
afternoom and excitement spread when it 
was rumored that an arrest would be made. 
All they wanted, however, was the treasury 
warrants to pay their men. 


‘President Orders General Inquiry. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 26.—[Special. }— 
President Roosevelt has called on Secretary 
Shaw to make a thorough investigation of 
the loss of $173,000 from the subtreasury at 
Chicago. He aas further notified the secre 
tary to remove any official guilty of negli- 
gence or failure promptly to perform his 
duties. Finally he has directed a thorough 
investigation of the manner in which the 
affairs of the subtreasuries throughout the 
country are conducted, and tue institution of 
a new system to prevent future thefts. 
Secretary Shaw has been holding confer- 
ences during the day with Chief Wilkie of the 
secret service and, Treasurer Treat in regard 
to the steps to be taken to locate the thief 
The secretary is sat- 
isfied that they can be brought to justice 
within a reasonable time, but he is afraid 
more money has been stolen than has been 
reported. He ordered today a corps of book- 
keeping experts and Chief Wilkie of the se- 
cret service to proceed to Chicago and make a 
thorough examination of books and em- 
ployés. 

Secretary Shaw received today dispatches 
from Deputy Assistant United States Treas- 
urer Bantz reporting that conditions at the 
subtreasury are serious.“ Mr. Bantz de- 
clared that $173,000 without doubt had been 
stolen. By describing conditions as “ seri- 
ous he is believed to have referred to the 
fact that the money has disappeared and that 
the employés who took it are still in the gov- 
ernment service. 


Boldenweck Ordered to Explain. 


By direction of Secretary Shaw, Mr. Treat, 
United States treasurer, has called upon Mr. 
Boldenweck in peremptory terms for an ex- 
planation of how the money disappeared. 
Mr. Boldenweck has been asked also to ex- 
plain his failure to report the loss at the time 
of its discovery in the official daily statements 
and accounts of the subtreasury sent to 
Washington. No such report was made until 
last Saturday, when, in the statement of that 
day, there was found an interlineation in red 
ink announcing briefly that the paying tell- 
er's cash was short $173,000 in gold certifi- 
cates. No explanation accompanied this 
statement. 

A high official of the treasury department 
made today the following statement: 

Mr. Bantz’s telegraphic report indicates 
that the system of managing the Chicago 
office was bad. Our information from Chi- 
cago further establishes that $173,000 has 
been stolen. We have ordered our best ex- 
perts to examine the books. We have looked 
up the receipts of the Chicago office for the 
last six weeks, and they average dally 
$1,000,000. That is quite a sum of money for 
a receiving teller to take in. We wanted to 
see if any previous preparations had been 
taken by the thief to accumulate an excess, 
which would have made the theft easier, but 
the receipts all seemed to be normal. 

“The treasury department has been em- 
barrassed greatly by the court decision in 
connection with the embezzlement of $62,500 
from the subtreasury at St. Louis recently. 
The young man who was charged with the 
theft was acquitted. The government was 
not permitted to produce testimony showing 
the prodigal habits of the defendant. The 
decision in that case established broadly that 
a man is not accountable when he says he 
does not know what became of money in- 
trusted to him and did not appropriate it.”

River Improvement association, to which was re- 
ferred the bill now in the state legislature at the 
request of the president of the board of sanitary 
trustees, postponing the opening of the bridges 
spanning the drainage canal until January, 1910, 
respectfully reports that, having given the matter 
careful consideration, we view with alarm the fail- 
ure of the sanitary trustees to obey the law which 
arbitrarily fixed the opening of the said bridges 
to the free navigation of the canal in January, 1907. 
We respectfully request that a strong protest be 
made to both branches of the legislature against 
further delay in opening bridges spanning the 
canal, 

We believe the sanitary canal, as originally pro- 
jected and so far completed, was the result of 
efforts of the ablest engineers and legislation, and 
that the work should be carried to completion ac- 
cording to law at the earliest day possible, and that 
not one dollar of the moneys taken from the tax 
payers to complete thie project be used for any 
other purpose; later if it becomes necessary to 
create new channels we are quite sure that the 
Chicago spirit and money that made the present 
channel posafMle will be forthcoming when needed. 


Says Instigator Is Former Boss.“ 

The statement issued by President Mc- 
Cormick follows, in part: 

The instigator of this so-called resolution was at 
one time a political boss, who defied public senti- 
ment and caused the agents of himself and others 
to hold public office without allowing the matter 
to be left to the people for choice. He had influence 
enough with his appointees to have them dig a 
channel up to the dock of his company. He now 
comes forward misstating a bil in the present 
legislature and asking for its defeat. 

When I came into office last year I was informed 
that the law of Illinois demanded that the sanitary 
district operate the bridges across its main chan- 
nel by Jan. 1, 1007. I was informed that the 
bridges could not be put into operation in less than 
two years and at a cost of $1,750,000 to the tax - 
payers. 

The provision in the sanitary district lew of 
1880 providing for movable bridges was inserted 
in anticipation of the deep waterway and in antici- 
pation that the deep waterway would be effective 
by 1907. ‘As a matter of fact the deep waterway 
feature of the canal cannot be available for sev- 
eral years. Were the bridges operated today there 
would be no place for ships to go to load or unload 
passengers or freight. 

The only people who could be benefited by oper- 
ating the bridges today are those located along the 
west fork of the south branch of the Chicago river, 
who could be reached through the drainage canal 
and collateral channel when the eight track bridge 
was opened, This would be of undoubted advan- 
tage to those property owners, but to no other 
inhabitants of the sanitary district.

SAYS BROWNSVILLE SHOOTING 
DIDN’T SOUND LIKE ARMY GUNS 


Former Negro Soldier Who Was in 
Saloon During Firing Joined His 
Company After the Incident. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 26.—One of the 
negro ex-soldiers at Fort Brown, who was 
out on pass on the day of the shooting up of 
the town of Brownsville, Tex., was on the 
stand today in the inquiry before the senate 
committee. He was Willie H. Miller, a 
former corporal of Company C, Twenty-fifth 
infantry. He told of being in a Mexican sa- 
loon when the shooting began 
there until the firing was ov 
ing his company. 

Miller said he had been on guard on Aug. 
12, and the next day was given a pass. 
said he left the garrison at about 12:45 p. m. 
and went to Matamoras, Mex., and staid 
there until about 9 or 10 o’clock that night 
and then went to the home of his cousin, 
Mack Hamifiton, in Brownsville. After visit- 
ing at Hamilton’s house, Miller said he went 
to a Mexican saloon in Brownsville, arriving / 
there at about 11 o'clock. He said he began 
to play monte with a number of Mex- 
foans, and, while playing the firing began. 
He thought the first firing came from the 
j vicinity of the barracks, but he was not sure, 
as the proprietor closed and barred the door 
of the saloon. 

Miller said all of the Mexicans were scared 
and that he remained in the building until 
the shooting ceased. The firing he thought 
came closer and closer to the saloon, the last 
of it being fn the vicinity of the market place, 
not more than fifty yards from the saloon, 
which was three or four squares from the 
barracks. 


| “ When the firing was begun.“ said Miller, 

“ the proprietor of the saloon said he thought 
soldiers were shooting up the town. I said to 
him that the noise did not sound to me as if 
itcame fromarmy guns. I thought the shoot- 
ing was from guns of about 45 caliber.

COURT OF APPEALS FREES 
PERKINS OF LARCENY CHARGE. 


By Divided Vote Judges Sustain De- 
cision of Lower Tribunal on the Cam- 
paign Fund Case. 


Albany, N. T., Feb. 26.—By_a divided court 
voting four to three the Court of Appeals to- 
day sustained the judgment to the effect that 
George W. Perkins, as a vice president of the 
New York Life Insurance company. was not 
guilty of larceny in the use of funds of the

»c@mpaign fund in 1904. 

The decision of the court sustains also the 
opinion of District Attorney Jerome that, 
whatever the moral and ethical aspects of 
Mr. Perkins’ action, it was not criminal under 
any existing statute. :

Representative Austin Quits Expense 
Committee in Disgust—Hearn 
Scores Voters’ League. 


Springfield, III., Feb. 26.—[{Special.]—The 
cause of reform reckived two severe jolts to- 
day. Nor was it encouraged greatly when 
subsequently Mrs. Maria L. Weed, national 
lecturer for the W. C. I. U. spoke in the hall 
of representatives ad’vocating the adoption 
of Representative Gaumer's anti-polygamy 
resolution. 

Only the healing ministry of time can efface 
the marks of the blows which Representative 
Campbell Hearn gave when he charged the 
Legislative Voters’ league with working for 
the corporations and which Representative 
Henry W. Austin implanted when he re- 
signed from the contingent expense commit- 
tee. 

Representative Austin found himself re- 
sponsible for the house pay roll and found 
that he had no control over it. Therefore 
he wrote the following letter to Speaker 
Shurtleff: 

“ As you appointed thirteen clerks a week 
ago yesterday and show that it is not your 
intention to join me in keeping the pay roll 
of the house within the limit of $28,750, and 
as I evidently cannot have carte blanche 
to discharge whenever I see fit, there is noth-- 
ing left for me to do but to resign my mem- 
bership and the chairmanship of the con- 
tingent expense committee, which I hereby 
do, to take effect at once.“ 


Lindly was appointed to head the committee. 
Hearn's attack was prompted by the fact 
that the publicity bureau of the league called 
his sleeping car bill, reducing the price of 
berths to $1.50 and $1, a regulator. 

“The self-constituted reformers,” said 
Hearn, instead of belittling the efforts of 
members of the legislature to secure honest 
legislation beneficial to the people, would 
better aid it.

New Meat Inspection Bill, 


Representative Hearne introduced a bil 
providing a system of meat inspection forany 
city which may adopt the act. It provides for 
the appointment of a meat inspector, sub- 
ject to examination, who shall visit all 
slaughter pens, slaughter houses, abattoirs, 
and other places where beeves, swine, sheep, 
or goats are kept or killed, and all places and 
buildings wherein meat is kept, sold, or or- 
fered for sale, and shall make monthly re- 
ports to the board of health of the’cond,tions 
thereof. 

He shall also inspect all animals intended 
for use as human food on the hoof before 
slaughter, and, if found apparently healthy 
he shall issue permits for the slaughter of 
such animals; and it shall be unlawful for 
any auch animal to be slaughtered for food 
without such permit. 

“ Sald inspector shall also inspect the car- 
casses of all beeves, swine, sheep, and goats 
after the same have been killed, and if the 
same shall be found to be fit for human food

Physicians Grilled by Hot Fire 


of Questions from Legis- 
lators.

_ @pringfield,.Til., Feb. 26.—[(Special.J—A 
number of distinguished physicians had rea- 
son to believe that they had fallen among 
‘Philistines this afternoon, when the appro- 
priations committee of the house undertook 
an investigation of practices in the Higin 


Insane asylum. 

The esteemed legislators devoted nearly 
four hours to baiting the esteemed medical 
men, and thereupon went into executive ses- 


sion and voted to sustain Speaker Shurtleff 
in condemning the practicé of holding clinics 
onminsane patients in the institution. Uniess 
the state board of charities and e trustees 


of the various asylums are bold enough to 
proceed regardless of legislative ceneure and 
to invite prosecution this action will put ap 
end to the practice. ) 
Although in reality nothing but these clin- 
ies was under investigation, the committee 
so broadened out the scope of its inquiry 
that it put the state physicians on the rack 
for about all the remedial innovations which 
are being installed under the direction of the 
new board of charities, 


Clinics Probably Must Go. 


Gov. Deneen recommended the practice 
which the legislature condemns. On this 
point the executive and legislative depart- 
ments come into sharp conflict. It ts likely 
that the legislative end will win out and that 
clinics will be abandoned. 

Walle the committee was in executive ses- 
sion a suggestion was made by Representa- 
tives Kerrick and Parker that a bill to permit 
clinites with the consent of the patient, sub- 
ject to the consent of relatives or guardian, 
could be drawn, but it was ruled that this 
matter properly could not come up then.

PLEA FOR HOSPITAL SHIP. 


Surgeon General Rixey Says Need 
of New N aval Feature Is 
Proven. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 26.—The secretary 
of the navy today received a dispatch from 
Rear Admiral Evans, commanding the At- 
lantic fleet, stating that the battleship Con- 
necticut. would sail immediately from Guan- 
tana mo for the north with a typhoid epi- 
demic aboard, there being thirty-five cases 
under treatment. It has been decided to 
have the Connecticut go to the Brooklyn 
navy yard and the patients will be placed in 
the naval hospital there. 

Surgeon General Rixey declared that thir- 
ty-five cases of typhoid fever aboard one 
ship, with a complement of 700 men, ts a 
large percentage. He was inclined to the 
belief, however, that cases were from the 
men of the entire fleet, numbering 10,000, 
otherwise it would show that there is some 
infection aboard the Connecticut, which 
would be rigidly examined into. 

The present epidemic, Surgeon General 
Rixey said, served to emphasize the necessity 
for a properly organized naval hospital corps 
with hospital ships which could be cent along 
with fleets like the Atlantic fleet and which 
would permit the sick to be attended to as 
they should. be. Such a proposition has 
been urged before congress by Surgeon Gen- 
eral Rixey for several years. 

The principal u.uiculty the navy bas found 
in retaining hospital men has been that the 
pay offered no attractions and there is no 
inducement in the way of promotions.

Denies Giving Information. 

The fourth, from Hermann to May, de- 
clared that if the Oregon persons interested 
in the charges had learned of them they must 
have secured their information from soine 
other source than, the land office, as such 
communications as May's always were treat- 
ed as strictly confidential.“ 

District. Attorney Baker in response to 
an inquiry by Counsel Wérthington for the 
defense, said, concerning the letters: 

We will argue that the one copy missing 
from the records of the land office was con- 
tained in one of the books the defendant is 
charged with destroying.” 


Says Clerks Took Letter Books.

The police force was enlarged last 
year, but Mayor Dunne deserves none of 
the credit. The money for the payment 
of additional patrolmen was obtained by 
the raising of the saloon license to 
$1,000. When the increase was proposed 
for the express purpose of increasing 
the police force, Mayor Dunne refused 
to lift a finger in its behalf, though it 
seemed as if it might not get through the 
council without his aid. Yet he knew 
that without it only a few men at the 
most could be added to the police force. 
It was not certain until the last momen 

whether he would veto or sign the 
license ordinance. The council, not ‘the 
mayor, is to be thanked for that meas- 
ure. 

The alleged increased efficiency of the 
police department has not been observed 
by the observant citizen, except as to one 
particular. The patrelmen certainly gave 
proof of’ signal efficiency in the matter 
of gathering in signatures to a referen- 
dum petition. They did the work zealous- 
ly and effectively. But that is not the 
work they are hired to do. What is ex- 
pected of the police force is efficiency 
in the detection and prevention of crime,’ 
in the enforcement of ordinances, in the 
safeguarding of lifé and property, and 
in the maintenance of peace and order. 
The proof that there has been no in- 
crease in .efficiency in these directions un- 
der the present administration is ample. 
It is furnished by the long array of mur- 
derers, robbers, and burglars who have 
escaped arrest. :

THE LONGFELLOW CENTENNIAL. 
The hundredth anniversary of the 
birth of Henry Wadeworth Longfellow 
is the occasion for the publication of a 
good deal of miscellaneous litérature re- 
garding him. 
The old time slur, “Who reads an 
American book?” has long since lost its 
force in the presence of notable contribu- 
tions to literature py those who hold 
unquestioned place among the best writ- 
ers of the world. And while there has 
been severe criticism of Longfellow and 
‘disparagement of his work, often in order 
to make less esteemed writers seem more 
praiseworthy, he has retained his posi- 
tion as one of the most popular of Amer- 
ican poets. 
His lines were laid in pleasant places 
always, his whole career being passed 
under influences which would tend to 
ke his life happy. As professor of 
ern languages at his alma mater, 
Bowdoin college, and iater at Harvard, 
he came into close relationships with 
every force which was making for 
American literature. His opportunities 
for foreign study and travel enriched his 
mind and widened his outlook. There 
was none of the toilsome struggle with 
adverse circumstances which served to 
spur many a poet to endeavor. Such a 
course of life naturally made him kindly 
in disposition without interfering with 
the honesty and industry of his literary 
labors. 

It has often been said of him that he 
did not go to the bottom of things and 
make his poems show the innermost 
soul, that he was Inclined to be super- 
ficial, and that he sometimes allowed too 
much scope to his poetic license when 
actual facts of history were involved. 
But for all that he holds a foremost place 
as the poet of the people, many of his 
shorter poems being the common prop- 
erty of thousands. His “ Psalm of Life,” 
“ Excelsior,” Paul Revere’s Ride,” and 
Wreck of the Hesperus,” for example. 
have been familiar to many generations 
of school children, while equally wel! 
known longer poems have been loved 
by the elders. There seems little doubt 
that his place is secure im the hearts of 
the American people.

The * Legitimist Calendar is a publication 
which, ignoring all the facts of revolutions, 
usurpations, and military conquests through- 
out Christendom, ascribes the various thrones 
to the princes and princesses to whom they 
ought to belong if tegitimist principles alone 
governed the succession to royal crowns, In 
it the United States Is non-existent, except 


colonies. 

Don Carlos, the Spanish pretender, is de- 
scribed ag Charles XI. of France and Charles 
VII. of Spain. King Victor Emmanuel figures 
in th® volume as king of Sardinia and duke 
of Savoy, the count of Cagerta as king of 
Naples, King Edward is ignored altogether, 
and Princess Louie of Bavaria, niece and 
heiress of the last duke of Modena, less re- 
motely descended than the king from the 
Stuarts, ie described as queen regnant of 
Great Britain and Treland 

Incidentally it may be stated that the 
White Rose or Jacobite league, of which the 
“marquis de Ruvigny is president, exists 
for the purpose ef championing the claime 
of Princess Louis of Bavaria to the throne 
of England, although she entertains no such 
pretensiona She treate the association with 
ridicule, declining to give it any countenance, 

It is a society whose members make a point 
of pasting a stamp bearing the effigy of Prin- 
cess Louis as queen of England on all their 
letters. Naturally, as the International Pos- 
tal union does not recognise any such stamp, 
they are obliged to add one bearing the head 
of King Edward to get their correspondence 
through the mails. But they relieve their 
feelings in the matter by alwaye pasting 
King Edward's stamp head down wards.

Charles Ney, duke of Elchingen, who has 
just obtained a signal victory in the Parise 
courts over a broker by the name of Ziegler, 
who had declined to surrender securities 
which the duke had placed at the disposal 
of a friend as collateral for a loan which 
the duke himself had repaid, is the great- 
grandeon of the famous Field Marshal Ney. 
He it was whom the first Napoleon described 
as “the bravest of the brave,“ and who, 
condemned to be shot in Paris for having 
rejoined hie master at the battle of Waterloo, 
after giving his allegiance to the Bour- 
bone, is generally understood to have sur- 
vived his supposed execution for many years, 
living to a ripe old age in America. 

Among the honors conferred on the mar- 
shal was that of duke of Elchingen, now 
borne by hie great grandson, and of that 
of Prinee de la Moskowa, used by the young 
duke's elder brother, Napoleon, both titles 
commemorating great French victories, in 
which the founder of their family played a 
leading réle. The duke and the prince are in 
receipt of large hereditery pensions from 
the national treesury of France. Two of 
their sisters are married to princes of the 
house of Murat. A third ie the wife of the 
Italian Duke Lanza of Camastra. 

Both the prince and the duke havea strong 
strain of Jewish blood in their vetne, for 


cism, was a member of the Jewish house 
of Furtardo, and adopted daughter and 
heiress of old Mme. Charles Heine, so famoue 
for philanthropies, which won for her the 
cross of officer of the Legion of Honor.

The father of the duke of Eichingen and 
of the prince de la Moskowa was Gen. Michael 
Ney. He bore the title of duke of Bichingen. 
His death remaine shrouded to this day in a 
mystery which his relatives and the authori- 
ties alike refrained from meking any at- 
tempt to unravel. 

A gallant cavalry officer who had served 
with distinction in the war of 1870, who was 
most popular in clubland and in the army, he 
was found slain in 1881 in a deserted house 
at Croissy, half way between Paris and St. 
Germain, under such circumstances that it 
was concluded that public and private in- 
terests would best be served by abstaining 
from any inquiry as to whether he had been 
actually murdered, or if he had been driven 
by blackmallers, who already had suc- 
ceeded in extorting large sums of money 


A couple of years later hie widow gave 
her hand in marriage to the enormously stout 
duc de Rivoli, grandson of Field Marsha] 
Massena, another of Napoleon's generals. 
The duc de Rivoli is familar to American 
visitors and residents of the Riviera as the 
president for many years of the Cercle de la 
Mediterranee, the principal club at Nice. On 
the death of his elder brother he succeeded 
to his title of prince of Esaling.

Afterwards, by her 
subsequent marriage to the duc de Rivoll 
she became duchess of Rivoli, and finally 
died a couple of years ago as Princess 
d' Essling.

The loss of 687,000 a few days ago by one 
of the largest banks in Chicago through a 
faleified account did much to bring about 
this action. Nobody could be held legally 
responsible for the loss. The bookkeeper 
made out a misleading financial statement 
under orders from his employer, a tea broker, 
who wae trying to obtain credit at the bank. 
The employer wae not responsible, because 
he had not signed the statement. 

That the practice is prevalent was discov- 
ered after à little investigation. Through 
padded inventories, omissions, and additions 
in accounting. to which the bookkeeper al- 
most always, it is said, isa willing accessory, 
banks and business concerns frequently are 
kept in ignorance of the standing of those 
with whom they have credit transactions. 
Commercial agencies, it is said, have been 
unabie to fathom mysteries of false bookkeep- 
ing.

Bookkeepers, accordingly, believe it is 
solely within their power to bring about the 
reform. That the task will not be simple was 
admitted by Mr. Ranstead. He said few 
bookkeepers would be willing to tus to 
obey their employers’ instructions at the cost 
of their positions. —

This ro- 
mance of the pioneer promoter in the middle 
west’ disregards the sword and musket and 
places the emphasis upon the pioneer’s ax. 

The personal ambition of men who blazed 
the trail, whose private promotion made pos- 
sible such vast public progress, is not pre- 
eminent now. The perspective of time shows 
only what destiny these men seem to have 
held in their hands and Mr. Hulbert insists, 
fairly, that they are our country’s saviors 
and heroes as surely as many others who 
fought for lands wherein they took no fur- 
ther interest. There are sixteen portraits in 
this book and the illustrative initials are 
by W. J. Enright. 


Mr. August Cirkel, in naming his book 
“LOOKING FORWARD,” apologises to 
Edward Bellamy for the semi-plagiarism of 
his title. But as Mr. Bellamy in his book 
pictured the ideally happy condition result- 
ing from socialism, Mr. Cirkel in hig book 
looks ferward to it as a result of a higher 
development of individualism."

Citations of Gecisions of federal courts in 
support of contentions of attorneys for the 
government in the case against John R. 
Walsh are made in & brief filed yesterday in 
the United District court by Assistant 
District Attorneys Childs and Wilkerson. 
The brief. which contains a dosen typewrit-. 
ten pages, is in reply to the brief of Attor 

e John . Miller for Walsh. 

a document ns with a citation of a 
federal court on referring to a section 
of the revised federal statutes providing that 
“po indictment shall be deemed insufficient 
by reason of any defect or imperfection in 
matter of form only, which shall not tend 
to the prejudice of the defendant. This, of 
course, Is not to be construed as permitting 
the omission of any matter of substance, but 
is applicable where the only defect com- 

ned of is that some element of the et- 
ense le stated loosely and without techni- 
eal accuracy.” 

The last phrase of the citation is under- 
lined in the brief, it being the contention of 
the federal attorneys that objections of At- 
torney Miller are described by the phrase. 


Allegations Made Not Necessary. 

In the first point made in the brief the at- 
torneys for the government say; 

“It e not necessary to allege that acts 
of. the defendant were done without the 
knowledge or consent of the duly authorized 
officers and agents of the banking associa- 
tion, but it Ie expressly alleged in the differ- 
ent counts of the indictment that the misap- 
plication took place without the knowledge 
or consent of the banking association or the 
directors thereof, but it is not necessary to 
make thie allegation." 

The brief cites a case in which K {ts sald 
in the decision that a conversion of the funds 
of a national bank by its president may be a 
criminal misapplication of the funds of the 
bank, although done with the knowledge and 
assent of the directors of the bank For that 
reason, according to attorneys for the gov- 
ernment, if is unnecessary for the indict- 
ment against the former president of the 
Chicago Nationa} bank to contain in every 
count of misapplication an allogation that 
the acts constituting the misapplication were 
done without* knowledge or consent of the 
banking assogiation or {its directors. 


Restitution Matter of Defense. 


In dealing with the memorandum notes 
the brief contains the following statements: 

“Phe subsequent ratification by the per- 
son Whose name was signed to the fictitious 
notes, the fact that the defendant had money 
on deposit to his credit in excess of the 
amounts misapplied, the existence of solvent 
indorgers on the notes, and other facts show- 
ing that restitution was made, or that the 
bank was subsequently made whole, if ad- 
missible at all, must be brought into the 
case by way of defense. Restitution or sub- 
sequent saving of the bank from ultimate 
lose cannot obliterate an offense once com- 
mitted. 

“There is no presumption that a note 
once shown to have heen fictitious was ever 
validated hy ratification or otherwise. The 
count, without the allegation that the notes 
were fictitious, would still charge a willful 
misapplication of money by means of in- 
sufficiently secured promissory notes.

The late report that exporters 
at the seaboard were reselling durum at 
lower prices was given a prominent place in 
the pessimists’ argument. According to 
Bradstreet's, the world’s available supplies 
increased 885,000 bu last week, compared to 
a gain of 408,000 bu the previous week, and 
a decrease of 409,000 bu the corresponding 
period last year.
